The first one identified
those killed or disappeared (1990). The second identified
survivors of torture (2003)

implementing institution was created to implement
reparations and identify additional eligible victims.

A International legal standards for reparations are flexible,
encourage combining material and symbolic forms and
prioritize acknowledgement as a goal.
